WORK OR FIGHT 


RULE EXPLAINED 
BY CROWDER 


Washington, June 22.—Instructions 
to draft boards were issued yesterday 
by Provost Marshal General Crowder 
explaining and amplifying the work 
or fight order under which after July 
I all rn<‘ii of draft age, regardless of 
their classification, must engage in 
employment held to be productive or 
join the army. 
“ When it has been determined .that 
a person in deferred classification is 
an idler or is engaged in 
non-pro­ 
ductive service.” says the instructions, 
“the classification and order number 
of such person will he withdrawn and 
he will 
he 
immediately 
inducted 
into the military service!” 
Several specific rulings are made 
as to the effect of the order 
upon 
certain classes named 
as 
non-pro- 
ductiv. 
In the case of sports * and 
amusements, the language of the or­ 
der is repeated with emphasis, but 
without mentioning professional base­ 
ball, an expected announcement con­ 
cerning which had been awaited with 
keen and widespread 
interest. 
In 
making public the instructions, how­ 
ever, officials of General Crowder’s 
office said baseball playing “at pres­ 
ent” is regarded as non-productive, 
though there will be no ruling until 
an individual case has been appealed 
from a local board. 
Managers, cooks, clerks and other 
emploves not engaged in the actual 
serving of food and drink in public 
j laces are exempted from the section 
declaring such service of food and 
drink non-productive- 
Store execu­ 
tives, managers, superintendents and 
heads of special departments; travel­ 
ing salesmen, registered pharmacists, 
delivery drivers and men doing heavy 
work are not 
included 
among 
the 
clerks and salesmen of mercantile es­ 
tablish merits 
classed 
as 
non-pro- 
dui ti vc 
Chauffeurs, ‘public and 
private,” 
are eliminated from 
the 
non-pro^ 
iluctive class unless they engage in 
work held to be non-productive, in ad­ 
dition to their mechanical duties. This 
feature of the instructions attracted 
attention because it classed as useful 
a family chauffeur, who performed 
no other service, and would send him 
to the army if ho also acted as butler 
or handy man around the house. 
The hoards are directed to 
apply 
common sense in considering 
with­ 
drawals 
of 
deferred 
classification 
privileges, and to aid registrants in 
making necessary changes in employ­ 
ment by furnishing lists of those sum­ 
moned for examination to the United 
States employment service.

Philadelphia, June 22.—Masters of 
ships arriving here report that a num­ 
ber of whales, sharks and 'porpoises 
have drifted ashore on the north At­ 
lantic coast between Barnegat and 
Cape Henry, practically torn to peaces 
having apparently been mistaken for 
submarines and tired at.

SIBERIA WILL 
FIGHT ADVANCE 
OF THE GERMANS 


Stockholm, June 22.—Developments 
in Siberia are intensely serious for 
the Bolshevik!. 
It is impossible to 
glean from reports 
now 
available 
whether the movement 
is 
counter­ 
revolutionary, but it is most likely 
that the social revolutionaries of the 
right are dominating it. 
M. Schuaiansky, president of 
the 
Siberian soviets, recently wrote to 
Premier Lenine, indicating that a ’l 
groups in Siberia, including part of 
the Bolsheviks were likely to combine 
to fight German penetration. 
He declared that possible inroads 
in Siberia would necessitate abroga­ 
tion of the Brest-Litovsk treaty. In 
cond tiding he said: 
.'•Siberia will be' forced to 
adcept 
this view point, ip defense of itrf in­ 
terests and w ill'enter an agreement 
With the Americans which would lead 
to expected 
consequences, 
naively, 
loans and Gade treaties.” 
This letter never has been 
made 
public. 
Lenine and his Moscow crowd are 
likely to resort to a final desperate 
move to save themselves—calling in 
the Germans against the democratic 
and pre-ally factions. 
They would 
term this a part of the “necessary 
policy of compromise, while await­ 
ing a world revolution.” 
Thus, the dissolution of Bolshevism 
is proceeding rapidly.

New York, June 22.—The full se­ 
riousness of the domestic) situation 
within Austria-Hungary is revealed 
by the decision of the German gov­ 
ernment to send food into the dual 
monarchy, drawn from 
Germany’s 
own scanty supplies. 
The Austro-Hungarian food minis­ 
ter, Pawl, has been in Berlin several 
days trying to persuade the Germans 
to relieve the famine conditions in 
the Hapsburg empire. 
He was un­ 
able to convince the Berlin govern­ 
ment of the urgency of the situation 
until rioting began in Vienna and oth­ 
er Austrian towns. 
The disturbance 
apparently frightened the 
German 
authorities into fearing a revolution 
in Austro-Hungary. 
No expectation 
less serious than this can explain the 
decision of the Germans to part with 
the smallest quantity of their own 
food reserves. 
The population of 
Vienna 
has 
learned they can improve the Quantity 
of their rations by rioting. 
The time 
must come when Germany will have 
to refuse to send another carload of 
fnod to the dual monarchy. When that 
situation arises Austria Hungary may 
follow the way of Russia. 


Germany’s own internal condition 
is menaced by granting the Hapsburg 
demand for food; but Germany is now 
being governed by a policy of imme­ 
diate expediency: Whatever postpones 
a crash from day to day must be ac­ 
cepted by the Hohenzollerns as their 
only method of procedure. 
The kaiser’s people, still hypnotiz­ 
ed by the glamor of militarism, are 
willing to accept greater sacrifice than 
is Austro-Hungary. 
The necessary 
inference is that 
the 
Austro-Hun­ 
garians 
have 
begun 
to 
fall 
away from military worship. 
By 
attacking the food regulations or the 
militarists they have secured more 
food for themselves. 
This part 
of 
the lesson may suddenly come home 
to the underfed masses of Germany. 


FOOD RATION 
IN AUSTRIA AT 
DANGER POINT

in a speech tothe Hungarian parlia­ 
ment yesterday according to a Buda­ 
pest Telegraph correspondent at Ams­ 
terdam. 
The weekly food ration in Austria, 
the Daily Mail correspondent at The 
Hague quotes the Arbeiter Zeitung of 
Vienna as reporting is as follow*,: 
“Twenty-two ounces of bread, one 
pound of potatoes of which half can­ 
not be eaten; one ounce of black bran 
mash; one ounce of another mill pro­ 
duct; an ounce and a half of fat; six 
and a half ounces of sugar; one egg; 
seven ounces of meat and 
a 
little 
jam and coffee substitutes.” 
The Vienna newspaper says that the 
meat allowance is obtained “if the ap­ 
plicant waits all night for it.” 
Food conditions in Germany are be­ 
coming worse and there is great dis­ 
content there owing to reduction in 
the bread ration, according to a Dutch­ 
man interviewed by the correspondent 
of The Times at 
The 
Hague. The 
Dutchman had just returned 
from 
working in the Krupp plant at Essen, 
which he left because he could not 
stand the food conditions. 
The German people he added, fear­ 
ed to grumble openly lest they he sent 
to the front. 
The correspondent says that the tes­ 
timony corroborates what 
he 
has 
heard from many other witnesses and 
adds: 
“One popular saying is that the peo­ 
ple will pay IOO marks for a sick dog 
to eat. 
“The war is becoming very unpopu­ 
lar among the workers, but the feel­ 
ing ebbs and flows with the tide of 
Germany’s success and the English are 
generally cursed.” 
The situation at Prague, Bohemia 
and the industrial centers in that dis­ 
trict, says the Neu Frie 
Presse 
of 
Vienna has become so serious that the 
Austrian government will either be 
compelled to increase the bread ra­ 
tion or run the risk of still further 
exciting the working people in the lat­ 
ter event, the newspaper 
declares,

I with the tall evergreen trees and the 
! tiny house once the home of Joan of 
Arc, is the old church in which Joan 
used to worship and give thanks for 
France’s success. 
In it are the fla g s 
of the principal allied nations. 
But there is one place 
different 
from the ordinary flag hangings on 
the colum ns of the old church. It is a 
sort of special altar in one corner 
sacred to the m em ory of Joan of Arc. 
To the left as you face this altar is a 
bright new Am erican Stars and Stripes 
while to the right is - the 
flag 
o f 
France with the figure of Joan on her 
black horse engraved on the white bar 
of the tri-color. 
There are many tri­ 
colors in France, naturally, but this 
seem s the only one on which an ad­ 
ditional figure is allowed. 
Another bright Am erican flag is in 
the beautiful church on the hillside 
back of sleeoy Domremy in which Joan 
saw her visions. 
Domrem y is on one 
of the main roads back of the Am er­ 
ican sector and never a day passes 
w ithout m any doughboys and officers’ 
stopping to v isit the home of Joan 
of Arc and the churches in which 
she w as inspired. 
The sim ple old French woman, a di­ 
rect descendant of the fam ily of Joan 
of Arc, w hose husband is keeper of 
the place in tim es of peace, does her 
best to explain things to the A m eri­ 
cans. 
She is sorry she cannot speak 
E nglish, she tells you. but she is “too 
old to learn it now .” 
So the dough­ 
boys listen w ith respect to her lisping 
French and never leave without giv­ 
ing the kind old soul a few coppers 
and many a “m erci beaucoup.”

music and led the boys to the field. 
T hey’d just form ed three sides of a 
square, and the fellow s who were go­ 
ing to get the

up across the open space in it, when 
H einie letc go over Sieeheprey way 
w ith a lot of his heavies

didn’t get anything but the booming. 
It mixed well w ith the band, ('spec­ 
ially when our boys slammed back 
two and three to H einie’s one.
